The new ruling becomes effectiv< 
July 1 and is designed to conserve 
shipping space. 

Since start of the war, The News 
has sent complimentary copies of 
the Tuesday edition of the paper} 
to all men and women in the armed 
Services, whose addresses were 
supplied either by those in uniform | 
or their relatives. | 

In accordance with the new reg- | 
ulation, papers going overseas to 
all but the men in the army, will | 
be discontinued unless requests 
and payment for continuation are | 
received from the individuals con- 
cerned.
